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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASE. 

A moderate  epidemic  of  Measles,  mild  in  form,  occurred 
throughout  the  district ; also  a limited  number  of  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever.  No  deaths  resulted  from  either  disease.  8 
cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  1 death  occurring. 

IMMUNISATION. 

Sessions  were  held  monthly  at  the  School  Clinic,  Denton 
Road.  In  the  autumn  of  1942  a successful  campaign  was 
begun,  and  all  houses  in  the  district  were  notified.  In 
addition  to  holding  sessions  at  the  School  clinic,  sessions 
were  held  at  every  Elementary  School,  and  at  the  Boys’ 
Grammar  School. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
members  of  the  Health  Committee,  the  general  Practitioners 
and  the  School  Staffs  for  their  co-operation.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Ashton-under- 
Lyne,  Stalybridge,  and  Dukinfield  (District)  Waterworks 
Joint  Committee,  which  is  obtained  from  upland  gathering 
grounds  in  the  Pennine  Range  within  five  or  six  miles  of 
the  district.  The  water  supply  is  good  in  quality  and 
sufficient  in  quantity. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

No  new  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year. 

The  district  is  sewered  on  the  combined  system,  and 
the  sewage  is  treated  chiefly  at  the  Stalybridge  and  Dukin- 
field Joint  Sewage  Board’s  Works  at  Bradley  Hurst. 

The  only  undrained  part  of  the  district  is  composed  of 
farm  buildings. 

The  sewers  in  the  district  are  regularly  cleansed  and 
periodically  flushed  with  water. 

All  drains  are  subjected  to  the  smoke  or  water  test 
before  being  covered  in. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

No  conversions  were  made  during  1942. 

The  closet  accommodation  at  the  end  of  the  year  was

5 pail  closets  were  brought  into  use  during  the  year  at 
temporary  premises.  10  of  the  pail  closets  are  situated  at 
farms  where  there  is  no  sewer  available,  or  on  property 
where  there  is  insufficient  fall  available  to  the  sewer. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

SCAVENGING. 

This  work  was  transferred  from  the  Highways  Dept, 
to  the  Health  Dept,  during  1941.  There  are  12.72  miles 
of  roads  in  the  district,  and  these  are  regularly  swept  on 
the  gang  system  ; haulage  is  done  by  hired  team  labour. 
All  street  gullies  are  emptied  by  hand  4 times  a year. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  district  is  well  supplied  with  moveable  covered 
ashbins  of  a good  type.  Temporary  difficulty  is  being  ex- 
perienced in  the  replacement  of  ashbins.  The  work  of 
collection  is  carried  out  by  two  7 4 cubic  yard  all  metal  Bed- 
ford Refuse  Collectors. 

DISPOSAL. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  on  low  lying  ground  on  the  boundary  of  the  district. 

SALVAGE. 

A sum  of  1038  was  realised  by  the  sale  of  salvaged 
materials.

TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS,  CAMPING  SITES,  etc. 

The  number  of  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  etc.  in  occupation 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  2.

No  licences  in  respect  of  Camping  Sites  have  been 
issued  by  the  Local  Authority. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

6 houses  were  found  to  be  bug  infested  and  were  fumi- 
gated with  Sulphur  Dioxide  and  sprayed  with  insectitude. 
Tenants  are  advised  on  precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent 
reinfestation,  and  this  has  produced  good  results. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  4 Elementary  Day  Schools  and  one  Grammar 
School  in  the  district. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  these  schools  is  good, 
and  all  have  an  excellent  supply  of  water. 
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The  Infant  Department  of  the  Dumb  Lane  Council 
School  was  closed  from  the  15th  May,  1942,  to  the  2nd  June, 
1942,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Measles.
